BACKGROUND 


As a result of a conversation with a member of Regional Council, 
it was requested that an analysis be undertaken to review the actual 
growth and assessment over the past five (5) years. 


Mr. Arie Ashkenazy has prepared a summary of the increase (decrease) 
_of assessment:by the Region in millions of dollars for the period 
from 1975 to 1980 for each of the six (6) Area Municipalities. 


ANALYSIS 


Assessment has grown across the Region by 14.1% over the period for 


an average annual growth of 2.8%, the fastest-growing municipalities 
being Stoney Creek and Flamborough, with growth being 34.9% in 
Stoney Creek, for an average annual growth of 7%, and 21.2% in 
Flamborough, with an average annual growth of 4.2%. The majority of 
growth in Flamborough took place in the 1976-1977 period. 


To date, we have not completed a detailed analysis which will break 


down industrial, commercial, retail and other categories by 
municipality. Mr. Ashkenazy has been requested to evaluate the 


amount of time required to undertake such a detailed analysis. 


Attached to this memorandum is the summary of assessment growth as 
prepared by Mr. Ashkenazy.

Stoney 
Creek enjoyed a sustained growth whereas most of Flamborough growth took 
place in 1976 and 1977. Preliminary figures for 1980 show a pick-up in 
assessment growth to 3.1%.
